Over 88,000 of the Stolon Money 
Was Found in 'I heir Fosaession 
When Ar r ested. 


William Rudolph and Geor ge 
Collins, alias Black Fr ank, 
alias 
Fr ank Lewis, 
the 
Union, Mo., 
bank r obber s and mur der er s of De­ 
tective Char les J. Schumacher , of 
St. Louis, wer e ar r ested at Har t­ 
for d, Conn., Sunday, at the muzzle 
of a r evolver , after a desper ate 
fight with Assistant Super intend­ 
ent Geor ge S. Dougher ty, of the 
New Yor k Pinker ton office, and 
Gar r ett Far r ell, 
ser geant of the 
Har tfor d police depar tment. 
When their r ooms wer e sear ched, 
$8,685 
bills and gold was found. 
The money was taken in char ge by 
the police, and will be held for 
identification by r epr esentatives of 
the looted bank at Union, Mo. 
December 26, 1902, Wm. Ru­ 
dolph and Fr ank Lewis r obbed the 
Union bank of valuable paper s and 
cash, estimated to total $114,000, 
about $10,000 being in gold, silver 
and bills. 
They ter r or ized the citizens by 
a fusilade of shots while they blew 
the safe with nitr o-glycer ine. 
The case was put in the hands of 
the 
Pinker tons, 
who 
assigned 
Chas. J. Schumacher to it. 
He 
tr ailed Rudolph to his par ents’ 
home, near Stanton, Mo., in the 
guise of a hunter , but was spotted. 
Januar y 24, in leading a posse to 
captur e the r obber s, Schumacher 
was shot and killed by Rudolph 
and Lewis. 
The cr iminals fled 
and wer e 
tr aced thr ough the hills of the 
Southeast Missour i mining distr ict 
until entir ely lost sight of. 
A piece of paper with the name 
of Geo. Collins, Har tfor d, Conn., 
found at Stanton, Mo., by Pinker ­ 
ton men, led to investigation ther e. 
The men wer e found and captur ed 
after a shar p fight Sunday.
